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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Final Office Action, received 4December2003, is acknowledged. 
Claims 55-59 have been cancelled. Claims 43 and 52 have been amended. 

2. Claims 43, 45, 50, 52, and 53 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Withdrawn/ Moot 

3. The rejection of claim 56 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, scope of enablement for 
monoclonal antibodies, is moot in light of the cancellation of the claim. 

4. The rejection of claims 55, 57, 58, and 59 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tulloch et al (Amen 1 Vet Res. 31(3):437-448), is moot in light of the cancellation of the 
claims. 

5. The rejection of claims 43, 45, 50, 52, and 53 under 35 U.S.C. '112, first paragraph, 
scope of enablement for antibody which selectively binds other proteins, is withdrawn in light of 
the amendment of the claims. 

6. The rejection of claims 43, 45, 50, 52, and 53 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
scope of enablement for monoclonal antibodies, is withdrawn in light of applicants' arguments 
and amendments to the claims. 

Conclusion 

7. Claims 43, 45, 50, 52, and 53 are free of the prior art of record.
